the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
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of the following is required: The specification fails to provide support for the same range 
limitations of claims 20, 21, 26, 27, 29 and 30-31. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 26, 32 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 26, the phrase "breadth, depth W" is deemed to be indefinite in that it is 
unclear as to which of "breadth" and "depth" is being claimed. 

Claim 26, the phrase "equal to or greater than at least that of the adhesive sheet" 
is found to be indefinite. It is not clear as to how can the region be greater than or equal 
to the adhesive sheet? 

Claim 32, as stated, is found to be confusing as to how is the region "reduced". 

Claim 34, as stated, in deemed to be indefinite in that it is unclear as to how is 
adhering to the grip tabs when the sheet is offset from the region by a distance V. 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1 9-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The device is "redetachable without residue or 
destruction", as stated in specification, page-1, lines 1-3, is critical or essential to the 
practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
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disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). In the 
absence of the above mentioned characteristic of the device, it would fails to perform as 
described in the specification as the device is claimed to be released when pulled in the 
direction of the plane. 

8. Claims 1 9-44 free of the prior art uncovered so far in that the region being 
separated by a distance V is not taught.
